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KEEN sailor Jamie 
Butcher died when 
the badly-designed 
keel came off the 
racing yacht he was 
crewing, it has been 
revealed. 

The yacht capsized 
off the Devon coast 
earlier this year. The 
skipper and three 
other crew members 
were rescued. 

A report into the tragedy 
by the Marine Accident 
Investigation Branch has 
just been published, 
showing that the keel - the 
part of the yacht extending 
along the bottom from stem 
to stern - broke off as it was 
sailing in winds gusting to 
35 knots off Prawle Point. 

Jamie, 27, of Courier 
Close, Mildenhall, was 
making his first voyage on 
the race-winning yacht 
Hooligan V. He had an 
ambition to take part in 
ocean racing and was a 
member of Ely Sailing Club. 

Investigators discovered 
that the Dutch-built Max 
Fun 35 yacht had been 
worked on by a sub¬ 
contractor with no marine 
experience. 

To “reduce costs”, the sub¬ 
contractor had changed the 
design of the keel of the 
yacht without adequately 



assessing the stresses to 
which it would be subjected, 
the report added. 

Also, faults with the keel 
were not spotted when the 
vessel was taken in for 
repairs and maintenance at 
the end of a successful 
racing season last year. 

The report said Jamie 
may have been knocked 
unconscious when the boat 
capsized and may have been 
trapped underneath it. 

The skipper was trapped 
underneath but managed to 
escape at his third attempt, 
despite suffering severe 
hypothermia. 

The report said Jamie was 
a very fit young man despite 
having type one diabetes. 

“He enjoyed a wide range 
of demanding sports 
including power boating, 
free-fall parachuting and 
rock climbing,” the report 
said. 

“He had five years’ sailing 
experience, was clear- 
thinking and would have 
been familiar with the 
actions to take in the event 
of a capsize.”

Call to think again on 
closing middle schools 


A CALL has been made to 
rethink plans to close 
middle schools in Suffolk 
after MPs raised doubts 
about the Government’s 
new schools programme. 

The Suffolk reorganisation, due 
to begin this autumn with schools 
in Haverhill and Lowestoft, is 
closely linked with the Govern¬ 
ment financing programme. 

Now the House of Commons 
education select committee has 
questioned whether Building 
Schools for the Future (BSF) is the 
best way to spend £45 billion on 
new school buildings across the 
country

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The Suffolk switch from a three- 
tier to a two-tier education system 
has faced bitter opposition from 
parent groups and some teachers 
- mainly those in middle schools. 

Coun Warwick Hirst, former 
Mayor of Newmarket, said: 
“Frankly Suffolk County Council 
should have the courage to have a 
rethink. If they press ahead it will 
become more like an obsession 
than a real education issue.” 

He said the moves to create a 
unitary council in Ipswich, which 
would take over education, also 


raised questions about the future 
of the county council’s plans. 

The cost of the Suffolk shake-up 
is set to be between £58 million 
and £70 million and will involve 
closing more than 40 middle 
schools. 

A further £23 million will be 
spent on staffing during the 
changeover period which is set to 
last up to 10 years. 

Coun Jeremy Pembroke, leader 
of Suffolk County Council, said: 
“If the Government suddenly 
pulled the plug on BSF we would 
be extremely concerned. But this 
is only part of it. 

“To get the full funding from 
BSF we have to show we have a 


coherent education system in 
Suffolk and it could be argued that 
we don’t have that at present with 
part two-tier and part three-tier.” 

He said the switch to two tiers 
would have been made anyway 

The Commons committee has 
revealed the BSF programme is 
behind schedule. It argues the 
money would be better spent on 
staff and educational practices 
than on rebuilding every 
secondary school. 

Barry Sheerman, Labour MP 
for Huddersfield and chairman of 
the committee, said the BSF 
question must be kept under 
review.

‘Faulty keel’ led 
to sailor’s death

The report continued: “Had Jamie 
Butcher managed to get clear of the boat, 
and was conscious, then it is most likely 
that he would have instinctively 
responded to the repeated calls by the 
crew in the water and made his way back 
to the boat. 

“The fact that he did not do so suggests 
that he was either trapped under the boat 
or was unconscious.” 

The report said he died due to immer¬ 
sion. 

The accident happened in the early 
hours of February 3. Jamie’s body was 
recovered from the sea four hours later. 

The MAIB said that the Dutch builder 
of the craft “sub-contracted construction 
of the hollow keel to a steel fabricator 
who had no marine experience”. 

The report added: “The fabricator 
changed the design of the keel to ease 
manufacture and reduce costs, but 
without adequately assessing the 
stresses to which the keel would be 
subjected in service.” 

In 2005, the vessel’s owners contracted 
a UK yacht designer to optimise the 
yacht for racing. 

A further 160kg was added to the keel - 
something which had “exacerbated the 
situation,” the MAIB said. 

The report said Max Fun 35 yacht 
keels had now been redesigned and new 
keels had been fitted to existing craft. 

At the time there was speculation that 
the yacht may have struck a container 
from the merchant ship Napoli, which 
ran aground in the same area. 

Jamie had worked as a barman at 
Newmarket nightclub De Niro’s and was 
employed as a property technician at 
Thetford company Multiyork at the time 
of the accident. 

An inquest into his death has yet to be 
held.

Toni Charalambous, the 
ex-wife of a racehorse own¬ 
er, obtained nearly £6,800 in 
housing and Council Tax 
benefits in an effort to keep 
her family in the style they 
had grown accustomed to. 

Her deception involved 
claiming to be the tenant of 
one of her own houses. 

Magistrates ordered her 
to do 140 hours of unpaid 
work as a part of a 12- 
month community order. 
She was also ordered to pay 
£350 towards the cost of 
prosecuting her. 

The court, at Mildenhall, 
heard she was paying back 
the money she obtained in 
£100 instalments and had so

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far paid back £200. 

Charalambous, 45, of 
Birdcage Walk, Newmarket, 
admitted making a false 
statement to obtain benefits. 

At a previous court 
hearing her solicitor said 
she had been trying to keep 
her children in the way they 
had become used to during 
her 20-year marriage to an 
unnamed businessman and 
racehorse owner. 

But she had got into 
financial problems. One of 
the houses had been re¬ 
possessed, and the others 
were being sold. 

She is now working as a 
hotel waitress. 

Sarah Otte, prosecuting 
for Forest Heath District 
Council, said land registry 
searches carried out by 
council officials revealed 
that Charalambous had two 
other homes in the name of

Toni Kirkham, which she 
had bought on buy-to-let 
mortgages. She had told 
council officials she was 
living as a tenant at a house 
in Rous Road, Newmarket, 
which she owned. She also

“landlord” as well as a 
house in Exning Road, 
Newmarket. 

“Her claim was fraud¬ 
ulent from the outset,” said 
Miss Otte. 

She said Charalambous 
had received the benefits for 
nearly nine months before 
she was found out. 

But she had made a full 
confession when inter¬ 
viewed by a council invest¬ 
igator, and had started to 
pay the money back in £100 
instalments with the next 
payment due later this 
month. 

She told them she had 
bought the houses to rent to 
provide “financial security” 
after her divorce. But the 
investments resulted in 
money troubles.

Bulldozers smash 
through tree deal 


Fury as factory developers 
flout order and wreck land

RESIDENTS are fuming 
after a factory develop¬ 
ment flattened trees and 
destroyed a hidden haven 
for wildlife behind their 
homes. 

People living in Vincent Close 
on Newmarket’s Studlands Park 
estate did not know anything 
about the scheme until bull¬ 
dozers moved in last week and 
started clearing the area. 

Trees outside the perimeter 
fence of the site, off Studlands 
Park Avenue, were removed 
without council permission 
along with all undergrowth on 
the site, which has been unused 
for more than 10 years. Plans for 
a factory had been given the go- 
ahead - but only if Parkway 
Construction MK Ltd agreed to 
save the trees. 

Pat Hutchison said: “I’ve lived 
here since the estate was built 37 
years ago and that land has 
always been open. There was 
wildlife on there including a fox, 
pheasants and hedgehogs. Now 
that’s all gone. 

“They have just ridden rough¬ 
shod over us. 

“The council’s enforcement 


officer was downright rude 
when he came out and said we 
didn’t have to be consulted be¬ 
cause there’s a road between us 
and the site. 

“We understand that they are 
building a cardboard factory 
and if that’s the case, the noise 
will be horrendous. 

“All we want them to do is 
move the building back to give 
us more privacy.” 

Mrs Hutchison, 57, said the 
residents had been unable to 
find out who the factory was 
being built for. 

“I’m sick to death of it,” she 
said. “This could be a beautiful 
place to live if people stop 
dumping on us.” 

Neighbour Christine Pearce 
said: “The unhelpful attitude of 
the contractors and the council 
is unrelenting.” 

She said residents had seen 
their homes devalued by the 
development. “They have desec¬ 
rated that land,” she added. 

A spokeswoman for Forest 
Heath District Council said 
permission for the building was 
granted two years ago but there 
was a requirement to keep the 


trees. She said: “When we 
granted permission we imposed 
a condition saying that before 
work started a landscaping 
scheme had to be submitted to 
us and be approved by us. 

“We also said that land¬ 
scaping scheme had to show 
what trees were to be retained. 

“We recently received a plan 
showing a landscaping scheme, 
but we have rejected it as it did 
not show any trees to be ret¬ 
ained and made inadequate pro¬ 
vision for planting on the Stud¬ 
lands Park Avenue boundary. 

“The developer should not 
have started work without 
having an approved land¬ 
scaping scheme. 

“In our view he has removed 
the trees unnecessarily and, in 
doing so, has damaged the 
setting of the building and the 
outlook of residents in Stud¬ 
lands Park Avenue. 

She added: “We will be con¬ 
tacting the developer as a mat¬ 
ter of urgency to resolve this. 
“While it is too late to save the 
trees, we will take formal 
action, if necessary, to ensure 
the site is properly landscaped.”

Benefits cheat 
had £20,000 
in the bank 

PENSIONER Colin Fordham received 
more than £10,500 in benefits - even 
though he had more than £20,000 in the 
bank, a court heard. 

Retired salesman Fordham, 75, 
admitted making false statements to 
obtain housing and Council Tax 
benefits on four occasions in the past 
five years. 

He told investigators he did not 
declare his savings because he wanted 
to enjoy a good life after caring for his 
wife and his mother for more than 14 
years. 

Fordham, of Valley Way, New¬ 
market, was fined £400 and was 
ordered to pay £350 prosecution costs 
by magistrates at Mildenhall. 

The court heard he had already 
repaid £7,000 to Forest Heath District 
Council. 

Sarah Otte, prosecuting for the 
council, said Fordham had been 
receiving benefits since 1997 and had 
failed to declare money he received 
following the deaths of his mother and 
his wife. 

He had qualified for benefits on the 
basis that his only income was state 
pension and that he had less than 
£16,000 in the bank. 

He told the council he only had one 
bank account, which had a balance of 
£312. 

But it was later found that he had 
£7,000 in a Nationwide building society 
account and £14,405 in a Nationwide 
unit trust. 

He also had a World Guarantee 
Equity Bond account worth £21,582. 
But the prosecution accepted his 
explanation that the money had been 
left for his granddaughter by his 
mother. 


Inquiry over plans 

PROPOSALS to refurbish a New¬ 
market stable yard will be the subject 
of a public inquiry. 

A government-appointed planning 
inspector will hold the inquiry to hear 
appeals against the refusal of 
planning permission for additional 
stables and the conversion of a hay 
store into a home for the head groom 
at Kremlin Stud Yard in Snailwell 
Road, Newmarket. 

The company behind the scheme, 
FMFM Ltd, has appealed against 
Forest Heath District Council’s refusal 
of planning permission. 

The company has also appealed 
against the council’s refusal to give 
conservation area consent for the 
demolition of a modern American 
barn containing six stable boxes, a 
single dilapidated stable box and 
adjoining walls. 

Appeals previous lodged against the 
council’s refusal of permission for 
similar schemes in 2006 will also be 
considered at the inquiry - to be held 
on a date yet to be set. 


Travellers lose 
appeal on site 


TRAVELLERS have 
been told they have 
three months to 
move off a site that 
they set up without 
council permission 
more than a year 
ago. 

The families living on 
land at Breach Drove, 
Beck Row, and others 
who want to move there, 
have lost appeals against 
council enforcement 
notices ordering them to 
move off and restore the 
property 

Lucy Drake, the 
planning inspector who 
held a four-day public 
inquiry in June and July, 
ruled the land was 
“simply inappropriate 
and unsuitable” for use 
by caravans and mobile 
homes. 

But she has given the 
families more time to 
move off. The council 
notices, due to be served 
at the end of September, 
had required them to 
leave the three-acre 
paddock in a month.

She heard complaints 
from people living near¬ 
by about the disturbance 
they had suffered since 
work was started to 
establish the site in April 
of last year. 

Work was halted when 
Forest Heath District 
Council obtained High 
Court injunctions with 
the threat of prison to 
anyone either continuing 
work or moving onto the 
property 

Six plots were planned 
but they were not all 
occupied when the 
council took legal action. 

Ms Drake said in her 
report that the site had 
caused a “profoundly 
detrimental impact” on 
people living nearby 

There have been com¬ 
plaints about dogs bark¬ 
ing and running loose 
through the small ham¬ 
let, as well as bonfires, 
loud music, car dis¬ 
mantling and lorries 


coming and going. 

She said granting 
permission for the site 
to remain for even a 
temporary period of two 
or three years would 
worsen the problems. 

She said that con¬ 
ditions to keep dogs 
under control and a ban 
on bonfires would be 
almost impossible to 
enforce. 

The families, who 
paid £2,000 for each plot, 
argued that they needed 
to stay in the area for 
their children’s edu¬ 
cation and health care. 

But the inspector said 
there were spaces on 
other approved sites in 
the area - where some of 
the families had pre¬ 
viously lived. 

She said her ruling 
did not violate the 
travellers’ human 
rights. 

“The protection of the 
public interest cannot 
be achieved by means 
which are less inter¬ 
fering of the appellants’ 
rights,” she said.

‘Aliens’ caught, cooked and eaten 


NEARLY 200 “alien” crayfish 
were caught during the latest 
purge on the pesky crustaceans 
blamed for damaging riverbanks 
and a reduction in the number of 
dragonflies and mayflies. 

Around 120 people took part in 
the second of two days this year 
organised by the Lark Angling 
and Preservation Society at 
Barton Mills, near Mildenhall. 

The red signal crayfish, a native 
of the USA, is regarded as a pest 
in British rivers because of the 
damage it causes by burrowing 


and its threat to the smaller 
British crayfish. 

Numbers have risen since the 
1970s when they escaped into 
rivers and other water courses 
from farms where they were 
being bred for food. 

Roger Pigerham, the society’s 
liaison officer, said: “The 
numbers caught were less than 
normal, but that’s a good sign. It 
means that what we have been 
doing by catching them is having 
an effect. 

“Those that were caught were 


smaller than in previous years, 
too. 

“It was noticeable that there 
were more dragonflies and 
bigger shoals of minnows. 

“It’s a nice day out for families 
and also gets the word across 
about conservation and 
biodiversity. 

“We are trying to improve the 
river for future generations.” 

The crayfish caught during the 
day were taken off to be cooked 
and eaten.

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‘Rip-off phone 
call costs are 
cut at hospital 


A MASSIVE price 
increase to bedside 
phone services in 
Cambridgeshire hos¬ 
pitals has been re¬ 
versed. 

Patients faced spiralling 
costs when they used 
phones from beds at 
Addenbrooke’s and other 
hospitals when Patientline, 
the service provider, 
increased its prices for out- 
going calls from lOp a 
minute to 26p in April. 

The company, which has 
systems installed beside 
75,000 NHS beds and also 
provides TV to patients, 
justified the move by 
saying use of its service 
had been lower than expec¬ 
ted, leaving it struggling 
with debts. 

However, following an 
investigation by telecoms 
regulator Ofcom, it has 
agreed to revert to the lOp 
per minute price across its 
network. 

The minimum charge of 
a call has also been cut 
from 40p to lOp, but friends 


and relatives will still have 
to pay 49p a minute to call 
in to speak to friends and 
loved ones. 

Coun Geoffrey Heath- 
cock, shadow cabinet 
member for health at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil, said it was a step in the 
right direction, but did not 
go far enough. 

He said: “This is long 
overdue. It is to be wel¬ 
comed that the regulator on 
this occasion has actually 
stood up for patients, rath¬ 
er than for the company 

“No doubt Patientline 
will say it has invested 
massive amounts of money 
in equipment, but for a lot 
of people having a phone 
when they are ill in 
hospital is literally a 
lifeline. 

“Although a company 
has to make a profit to keep 
the thing ticking along, 
there is a difference 
between making a profit 
and ripping people off. 

“The decision to lower 
prices is welcome, but 
there is still some way to go 


before we have a situation 
where people are not put off 
from staying in touch with 
loved ones in hospital 
because of the expense. 

“So far so good. I hope 
Patientline will now 
volunteer to completely 
review the whole scale of 
charges.” 

Charlotte Brown, com¬ 
mercial director of Patient¬ 
line, said the company had 
now cut its prices twice 
this year, following another 
reduction to bedside TV 
charges. 

She said: “The price cut 
is testament to our dedi¬ 
cation to making people’s 
stay in hospital easier, by 
offering customers some of 
the entertainment and 
communication choices 
they would enjoy at home.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Addenbrooke’s said: “We’re 
very pleased to hear 
Patientline has reduced its 
telephone charges, it is 
very good news for our 
patients.”

Group critical of 
burger meal for 
cancer patients 


ADDENBROOKE’S Hos¬ 
pital has been criticised 
for offering too much 
junk food and allowing 
young cancer patients 
to have a Burger King 
takeaway once a week. 
An investigation by 
pressure group the Soil 
Association, which 
promotes organic food 
and farming, visited five 
NHS hospitals to see 
what food was on offer. 
Their report, Not What 
the Doctor Ordered, 
claimed most hospitals 
were lagging behind 
schools in the provision 
of healthy food, with 
fast-food outlets on¬ 
site, vending machines 
in many buildings and 
few healthy options 
available. 

The report said: “The 
positioning of machines 
selling snack foods was 
clearly inappropriate in 
some cases. In 
Addenbrooke’s, for 
example, there was a 
machine containing 
crisps and confectionery 
just outside the door of 
the children’s ward.” 
Cancer patients on ward 
C2 at Addenbrooke’s 
have a takeaway 
evening on Saturdays, 
with the option of a 


Burger King meal. That 
was rapped in the report 
but defended by the 
hospital. 

The report said: “Once a 
week may not be often 
but it is still encouraging 
children to view 
unhealthy eating as a 
treat.” 

Addenbrooke’s said 
children had the option 
of a variety of food from 
the concourse on 
Saturday evenings. 

A spokesman said: “The 
children on ward C2 
undergoing treatment 
feel nauseous and often 
lose their appetite. To 
encourage them to eat 
we introduced a number 
of initiatives.” 

They have their own 
dedicated cook in the 
shape of Mick Law, who 
arrived in 2003. Since 
then the consumption of 
food has shot up by 75 
per cent. 

Mr Law said the food 
trolley used to come 
round at meal times, but 
if it wasn’t eaten within 
30 minutes it had to be 
thrown away - so many 
patients were missing 
out. Now, patients tuck 
into his meals whenever 
they are peckish.

New road for huge 
depot is approved 


Go-ahead for two homes 
and trees to be bulldozed

TWO houses are to be 
demolished to make 
way for a new access 
road for a massive 
national distribution 
centre. 

Councillors have agreed 
that the pair of semi¬ 
detached homes at Red 
Lodge can be knocked 
down to create the new 
road and a roundabout to 
serve the stationery 
company John Dickinson’s 
£10 million new depot. 

The controversial depot 
scheme was approved - 
despite opposition from 
people living nearby and 
complaints that lorry 
traffic on the originally 
proposed access road 
would disturb residents. 

Protesters called for a 
judicial review. But legal 
action was halted after the 
company promised to 
provide an alternative 


access road. 

The depot will be close to 
more than 1,000 new homes 
being built as part of the 
Kings Warren development 
at Red Lodge. 

The two homes are old 
farm buildings and are not 
part of the new housing 
estate. 

Now developer Wren- 
bridge (Red Lodge) which 
is carrying out the depot 
scheme for Dickinson’s has 
been granted permission 
by Forest Heath District 
Council for the alternative 
road. 

As well as the houses, a 
number of mature trees, 
some protected by a 
preservation order, will 
also have to come down to 
make way for the road. 

Red Lodge Parish 
Council requested rest¬ 
rictions on noise and dust 


while the road is being 
built. 

The council also called 
for replacement trees to be 
planted. 

A district council plan¬ 
ning officer’s report said 
the loss of the two houses 
would not have a “sig¬ 
nificant impact”. 

But the loss of the 
houses was compensated 
for by the “considerable 
economic benefits” of the 
distribution depot which 
will employ around 140 
people in a 24-hour a day 
operation. 

Pat McCloud, a member 
of the local community 
association Red Lodge Eye, 
said: “I’m disappointed 
that they ignored the 
issues I raised about 
children’s health being 
affected by the diesel 
fumes from the lorries.”

A luxurious festival 
for vintage rebellion

THE annual feast of guitar 
heaven that was the Rock- 
inbeerfest has morphed 
into the bigger and better 
Cambridge Rock Festival 
taking place this weekend. 
This year’s line-up features classic 
rock from the likes of Thunder, 
Wishbone Ash, Dr Feelgood and 
The Hamsters. 

Inspired by the Cambridge Folk 
Festival but wanting a taste of 
something a little rockier, music 
lover Dave Roberts decided to 
start an event aimed at what he 
calls “mature rockers.” 

He said: “I’m a big fan of Caravan 
and the Canterbury Fay re was a 
great festival I used to go to.” 
“When that event folded it left a 
gap in my summer. I saw my 
daughter going off to Glastonbury 
and I thought: There’s nothing on 
the scene that people of my 
generation can enjoy’ something 
that was like the Cambridge Folk 
Festival but for rock.” 

The festival has grown from its 
humble origins four years ago to 
take up residence at Huntingdon 
Racecourse and now at the Kings 
Bush Centre in Godmanchester. 
This year it is expanding again 
with two new stages showcasing 
some of the best new acts. 

As well as attracting larger crowds 
each year, the festival is also

gaining in global appeal. This 
year people have bought tickets 
from as far away as Japan. 

And music lovers can be sure to 
avoid any of the weather that 
marred other summer events as 
the festival will be under cover. 
“It’s a very comfortable festival,” 
admits Dave. “You can even get a 
roast dinner on Sunday. In my 
youth I was quite happy 
wallowing in the mud but I don’t 
think I want to do that anymore.” 
With the increase in popularity - 
there is now space for 3,000 - 
Dave said that organisers 
decided to change the name 


from the Rockinbeerfest to reflect 
the event’s growing status. He 
added: “We haven’t changed the 
beer but that was never the 
focus, it has always been a music 
festival. 

“We’re a music festival which 
happens to have a good bar. 
We’ve got 73 bands this year - as 
many bands as we’ve got beers.” 
The Cambridge Rock Festival 
takes place at the Kings Bush 
Centre at Wood Green Animal 
Shelters in Godmanchester from 
today until Sunday.

of volunteers ever since, 
putting on unsigned, up- 
and-coming and local 
bands. But the pub chain 
Mitchells and Butlers has 
now sold the venue to 
Barfly which runs nine live 
music venues in cities 
around the country and 
also puts on the Great 
Escape Festival in 
Brighton. 

The chain has helped 
bands like The Klaxons, 
The Fratellis, Kate Nash, 
The Gossip and The 
Automatic to fame in the 
past couple of years by 
putting them on before 
they hit the charts. After 
they take over The Loft on 
Monday they hope to 
bring some big names to 
Cambridge. 

The chain is managed by 
Cambridge-born Be 
Rozzo who three years 


ago attempted to buy The 
Boat Race on East Road 
before it closed. 

He said: “At the end of the 
day Mitchells and Butlers 
were always going to sell 
this venue and if we 
hadn’t bought it then 
someone else would have 
done and they would 
probably have turned it 
into a wine bar or a bistro 
or something. 

“We are going to do 
everything we can to 
promote live music there 
seven nights a week. We 
want to bring new and 
emerging talent to 
Cambridge as well as 
providing a platform for 
local bands. 

“It’s not just business, it’s 
more personal for me - I 
was born and brought up 
in Cambridge. The major 
qualification that is 
needed to run a live music 
venue is a passion for 


music. 

“Most places where we 
have set up a new venue 
there has been a renewed 
interest and excitement in 
the area and soon there 
are other live music 
venues cropping up 
nearby.” 

He said that there would 
be a break in the live 
music while the venue 
was refurbished and it 
would start again when 
students return for the 
autumn term. 

But the team currently 
running the venue are 
angry about the takeover 
and say Barfly has no 
chance of surviving at The 
Loft. 

The Loft farewell party will 
take place on Saturday 
afternoon and on into the 
evening and gig-goers 
can donate a little or as 
much as they want on the 
door.

Green rankings unveiled 


CAR BUYERS will be able 
to see just how green their 
new purchase is thanks to 
a new environmental 
ranking system launched 
by the Government. 

It is a simple and clear system 
that is very similar to the colour 
coded white goods efficiency set¬ 
up seen on fridges and washing 
machines. 

Compiled in association with 
What Car? magazine, the scheme 
enables consumers to check the 
lowest carbon dioxide (C02) 
emitting models on a 
Government website. 

Launching the scheme, 
Transport Minister Jim 
Fitzpatrick said: “Climate change 
affects everyone and everyone 
can make a contribution to 
tackling it. By choosing the car 
with the most fuel efficient 
engine in its class, drivers could 
reduce their engine C02 em¬ 
issions by 24 per cent and poten¬ 
tially save a quarter on fuel costs. 
So the message is simple - the car 
you choose can help reduce your 
impact on the environment, and 
help save money” 


What Car? editor Steve Fowler 
said: “These car rankings are 
exactly what consumers need to 
make an informed choice about 
the type of car to buy in order to 
minimise their fuel consumption, 
save money and help tackle 
climate change. 

“Car buyers are making 
increasingly difficult choices 
about the cars they buy and these 
rankings will help them to 
include environmental factors 
when making that vital 
decision.” 

The “Best on C02” rankings 
were developed using emissions 
data from the Government’s 
Vehicle Certification Agency, 
which is responsible for conduct¬ 
ing the official tests to determine 
C02 emissions from cars. 

For the purposes of the rank¬ 
ings and ease of understanding 
vehicles have been put into 14 
categories from superminis to 
performance cars. 

Visit the site at 
www.dft.gov.uk/actonco2 for the 
guide and more data on vehicle 
emissions, money saving tips and 
news. 

Meanwhile Cambridge Renault 
dealership Wests has introduced 


a campaign called eco2 for its 
most environmentally-friendly 
models, which takes into account 
the whole life cycle of the car, 
from design and manufacture, 
through to its eventual recycling. 

“With the introduction of the 
eco2 label in our showroom, we 
have a guide that can help 
customers make an informed 
decision about their next 
purchase,” said Sam Horncastle, 
director at Wests of Cambridge. 
“We’re introducing more 
information about green 
motoring in the dealership, and 
our staff can offer advice to 
individual motorists on choosing 
a greener model.” 

There are already 18 models 
that qualify for the eco2 
standard. The choice includes 13 
versions of the New Clio and 
Modus with petrol and diesel 
engines, and models with the 
Quickshift5 robotised 

transmission system. 

There are also larger cars that 
qualify for eco2 status: a choice 
of three and five-door, saloon and 
sport-tourer versions of the 
Megane, and versions of the 
Scenic MPV and even the 
Megane Coupe-Cabriolet. 


“As well as having good 
environmental credentials, the 
cars we offer - particularly those 
that fulfil the eco2 criteria - are 
affordable, so motorists don’t 
have to pay a premium to go 
green,” added Sam. “In fact, with 
lower tax bills and better fuel 
efficiency, a greener car is 
usually cheaper to run. 

“We find our customers are 
ever-more concerned about C02 
emissions ratings as motoring 
taxes and charges are 
increasingly based on 

environmental factors. All eco2 
Renault cars have emissions 
below 140g/km putting them in 
the lowest three bands for road 
tax and the lowest category for 
company car tax, too,” he added. 

Vehicles are placed into bands 
- from A’ to ‘E’ - depending on 
their C02 emissions. Road tax 
(Vehicle Excise Duty) is based on 
these bandings - with discounts 
for cars in lower bands. In the 
future, congestion charging and 
even residents’ parking charges 
could also be based on these 
ratings. 

The Renault range has 52 
variations in band ‘B’ (101- 
120g/km).

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Raising driving age is 
an ‘undecided’ change 


NO decision on 
whether the minimum 
legal driving age 
should be raised to 18 
has yet been made, the 
Department for 
Transport (Dft) said 
this week. 

The increase from 17 to 
18, as well as a zero alcohol 
limit for young drivers, is 
among recommendations 
made last month by the 
House of Commons Trans¬ 
port Committee. 

The DfT is due to publish 
a consultation document 
about driver training this 
autumn. 

The Times last week said 
it understood that ministers 
would propose a raising of 
the age as well as a zero 
alcohol level. But a DfT 
spokeswoman said today 
that nothing had yet been 
decided. 

The DfT said it would be 
necessary to consult closely 
with young people and that 
a range of options was 
being considered. 

A DfT spokeswoman 
added: “We announced in 
February that we intend to 
fundamentally overhaul the 
driver testing and training 
system. Work is on ongoing 



to inform this and we plan 
to consult later in the year - 
with particular emphasis on 
engaging with young people. 

“At this stage it is much 
too early to speculate on 
what may be included in 
this consultation, let alone 
what the consultation 
process may conclude.” 

The DfT is looking at 
driver training in an effort 
to reduce the large and 
disproportionate number of 
road casualties involving 
young drivers. 

A third of road deaths in 
Britain involve a car driven 
by someone aged 17-25. 

In 2005, 1,077 people were 
killed in such collisions. 
Almost a third of these 
deaths were the young 
drivers themselves. 

Although just one in eight 
licence holders is aged 
under 25, a third of drivers 
killed in road collisions is 
under 25. This rises to a half 
of all drivers killed at night. 


■ DRINK DRIVING ... zero tolerance 
may still be an option, along with the 
raising of the minimum age in a bid to 
stave off the carnage taking place on UK 
roads - especially among young drivers.

Drivers map reading 
skills lost with satnav 

MORE than a third 
of motorists 
cannot read a basic 
road map, a survey 
has showed. 

And more than 
four in five fail to 
recognise that 
blue-coloured 
roads on maps sig¬ 
nify motorways, 
the poll from esure 
car insurance 
found. 

Based on 

responses from 
1,000 UK drivers, 
the research also 
revealed that 16 per 
cent no longer 
keep a map in their 
car. 

More than three 
in five have out-of- 
date maps, with 
about the same 
number saying 
they could not live 
without their sat¬ 
nav system. 

But 50 per cent 
reckon their satnav 
drives them mad at 
least once a month. 

The survey also 
showed that only 
one per cent of 
those polled would 
qualify for a Cub 
Scout map-reader 
badge. 

Scottish drivers 
are the poorest at 
recognising basic 
road symbols on 
maps, with south 
east England 
motorists the best. 

Men claimed to 
be better at 
reading maps than 
women, although 
the survey results 
showed fairly 
equal skills 
between the sexes. 

Colin Batabyal, 
director of 

underwriting and 
business 
development at 
esure, said: “It’s 
pretty 
embarrassing that 
the majority of 
Cub Scouts have 
better map-reading 
skills than the 
majority of the 
adult population. 

“This could 
potentially lead to 
dangerous 
scenarios where 
people are relying 
solely on 

technology which 
can break down.”
